Industrial activity in the United Kingdom during 
the second quarter of 1935 is estimated to have been 
1-6 per cent. less than in the previous quarter but 
63 per cent. greater than in the second quarter of 
1934, the index numbers for the three periods being 
111-2, 113-0 and 104-6, respectively. Manufacturing 
production in the quarter under review declined by 
0-6 per cent. as compared with the first quarter of 
1935, but was 7:1 per cent. greater than in the second 


quarter of last year. 
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In the first half of 1935 imports into the United 
Kingdom from Empire sources accounted for 40-03 
per cent. of the value of total imports, as compared 
with 38-96 per cent. in the first six months of 1934 


and 31:36 per cent. in January-June, 1924. Exports 
from the United Kingdom to British countries during 


the same three periods contributed 46°43, 45-07 and 
40-71 per cent. respectively of the value of shipments 
to all countries.

Each of the group indices for the June quarter of 
1935 shows an improvement compared with the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1934, the principal increases being 
for non-ferrous metals (22 per cent.), engineering and 
shipbuilding (114 per cent.) and building materials and 
building (11 per cent.). So far as information is at 
present available, production in the leather and boot 
and shoe group also improved appreciably in the second 
quarter. Smaller increases were recorded for the textiles 
group (5-0 per cent.), iron and steel (48 per cent.), food, 
drink and tobacco (46 per cent.) and chemicals, oils, 
ete. (3-8 per cent.). The output of coal increased by 
about one per cent. Of the miscellaneous industries 
not specified in the groups smaller quantities of rubber 
were taken by the using industries than in the June 
quarter of 1934. 


In order to publish the results as early as possible, it 

s been necessary to include certain provisional 
figures covered by the calculation. In connection with 
the indices for 1934, which were published in the 

B.T.J."’ of May 28, 1935, the receipt of more com- 
Plete information regarding certain items included in 
the building materials and chemicals, oils, etc., groups 
has made some revision necessary.

DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEAS TRADE 
FIRST HALF OF 1935 


The July issue of the ‘‘ Accounts relating to Trade 
and Navigation of the United Kingdom ”’ contains 
tables showing the value of our external trade with 
individual countries during the first half of 1935 which 
enable the customary quarterly survey to be made of 
the geographical distribution of the trade between the 
United Kingdom and other countries. 

In considering the changes in percentage distribu- 
tion shown below, it must be remembered that these 
details are based on the aggregate value of trade as 
actually recorded during the several periods under 
review, and do not take any account either of changes 
in these aggregate values or of variations in volume of 
trade consequent upon alterations in price level. Thus 
the recorded value of imports during the first six 
months of 1935 was 0-8 per cent. less than in the 
corresponding period of 1934, representing, if allow- 
ance is made for changes in price level, a decrease in 
volume of 1-9 per cent., average values having in- 
creased by 1:1 per cent. In the case of exports of 
United Kingdom produce and manufactures, there was 
an increase of 88 per cent. in recorded values, but 
when allowance is made for changes in price level (a 
decrease of 1-1 per cent.) the volume of domestic 
exports is found to have been 10-1 per cent. higher in 
the first half of 1935 than in the same period of 1934. 
For re-exports, although recorded values declined by 
0°6 per cent. the volume increased by 7-0 per cent., 
average values having decreased by 7-1 per cent. In 
making comparisons with 1924, the effect of price 
changes is more considerable, there having been a very 
substantial decline in prices between that year and 
1934. It must, however, be emphasised that these 
changes in price level relate to imports and exports, 
respectively, as a whole, and not to trade with indivi- 
dual countries or groups of countries, in respect of 
which the price variation is, of course, dependent on 
the make-up of the trade actually carried on. 

It should also be noted that in the published returns 
for this year the particulars in respect of Turkey are 
shown as one total, whereas, previously, separate 
figures were shown for European and Asiatic Turkey. 
For purposes of comparability the particulars for both 
portions of Turkey have for 1924 and 1934 been aggre- 
gated and the totals included with Europe in the Con- 
tinental distribution. Further, in the direct trade of 
this country with the whale fisheries, separate par- 
ticulars are now available for British and foreign whale 
fisheries, from which it is clear that the whale oil, etc.., 
imported is almost entirely produced in British floating 
factories. In consequence, the total particulars for 
1934, which were previously included under ‘‘ Foreign 
Countries,’’ are, in the present survey, included with 
British Countries, being comprised in ‘‘ Oceania, etc.,”’ 
in the Continental distribution; the figures for 1924 are 
negligible. Thus the particulars now shown in respect 
of the first half of 1924 and 1934 differ from those pub- 
lished in respect of these periods in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
August 16, 1934.

The proportion of our imports consigned from British 
countries during the first half of this year was higher 
than a year ago and substantially greater than in the 
corresponding period of 1924. The shares of the 
Colonial Empire and of the Dominions as a whole werg 
greater, while that of India was less than in either of 
the earlier periods. Compared with a year ago, the 
most important increases were shown for Australia, 
Canada, British Malaya and West Africa, while the 
principal declines were recorded in respect of New 
Zealand and India. Compared with the first half of 
1924, the only British countries supplying a smaller 
proportion of our imports were the Irish Free State, 
India and East Africa, substantially increased propor. 
tions being shown for each of the other British coun. 
tries of any importance. 

The proportion of our domestic exports consigned to 
British countries in the first half of 1935 was also 
higher than a year ago and considerably larger than in 
the first half of 1924. The major part of the increase, 
as compared with the first six months of 1934, was 
taken by the Colonial Empire, though the Dominions 
as a whole and India, our principal market, also took 
somewhat larger shares. Increases were recorded for 
the majority of the countries of the Colonial Empire 
(in particular West Africa), while decreases in respect 
of the Irish Free State and Canada were more than 
counterbalanced by the larger proportions taken by 
each of the other Dominions. Comparing last half-year 
with the corresponding period of 1924, the most notable 
increase was in respect of the Union of South Africa 
(from 3-95 to 7-61 per cent.), while among the parts of 
the Empire specified in the table on page 269 India, 
Australia, the Irish Free State and Hong Kong were 
the only ones to show a decline. 

The re-export trade consists largely of a redistribu- 
tion of Empire produce to foreign countries, and the 
share taken by British countries, always relatively 
small, was somewhat lower during the past half-year 
than a year ago, the decline being due mainly to 4 
marked reduction in the proportion taken by Canada. 
The aggregate proportion taken by all British countries 
was somewhat larger than in the first half of 1924, a 
decrease in the proportion taken by the Dominions, due 
mainly to a considerable decline in respect of Australia, 
being more than offset by increases in the shares taken 
by the Colonial Empire and India.

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respect of the British parts of those continents, while 
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the small increase in the case of Asia was shared by 
British Malaya, Ceylon, Persia and Iraq. Changes in 
the American continents were of little importance. 

Compared with the first half of 1924, the most im- 
portant feature was the transference of the destination 
of a large part of our exports from Asia to Africa. The 
heavy decline in the proportion taken by Asia was 
shared by India, Hong Kong and all the specified 
foreign countries, being most marked in respect of 
India, Japan and China. ‘The substantial increase 
shown in the case of Africa was almost entirely 
accounted for by increases in the shares taken by 
British countries. The proportion of our exports to 
Europe was somewhat greater than in the earlier 
period, the most important changes being an increase 
in respect of Denmark and a decrease in respect of 
France. The share of our exports taken by North and 
Central America showed little change, the decreased 
proportion consigned to the United States being nearly 
offset by an increase in respect of Canada, 


Re-exports.—There was no substantial change in the 
continental distribution of re-exports, compared with 
the first half of 1934. The share taken by Germany, 
our principal market for re-exports, showed a sharp 
fall, while that of France also declined appreciably, but 
there was a marked increase in the proportion con- 
signed to the Soviet Union. Compared with the corre- 
sponding period in 1924, there were considerable 
decreases in the shares taken by Germany and the 
United States, which together accounted for 40 per 
cent. of the total in 1924 but only for about 27 per cent. 
this year; all other specified countries, with the excep- 
tion of Australia and the Netherlands, took larger 
proportions.

OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN JULY 


A REVIEW IN DETAIL 


In last week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ (page 231) 
there was published a preliminary summary of the 
import and export trade of the United Kingdom in July, 
compared with corresponding data relating to earlier 
periods. In the present article it is proposed to review 
that trade in some detail. The general position is 
shown in the following table :—

The comparison of trade last month with that in 
July, 1934, is affected by the fact that there were five 
Sundays in the earlier month and only four this year. 
The increase in trade last month, as compared with 
July, 1934, was greater, however, as regards imports 
and exports of United Kingdom goods than would 
result from the extra working day. 


Exports of United Kingdom goods rose by £3°2 
million to £36-4 million, the highest figure recorded 
since January, 1931, with the exception of last October, 





when the usual autumn expansion took place. Of this 
increase £2-4 million was in respect of manufactured 
goods, but all three principal classes shared in the in- 
crease, the largest proportional change being for raw 
materials. 


Imports last month were valued at £61-8 million, or 
£3-8 million more than in July, 1934. This increase, 
likewise, was spread over the three principal classes, 
but the major part occurred in respect of foodstuffs. 


Exports of imported merchandise (£40 million) were 
somewhat smaller than a year ago, due to reductions in 
respect of food, drink and tobacco and raw materials. 
Transhipments under bond, which are not included in 
the recorded value of imports and_ re-exports, 
amounted to £20 million, as compared with £17 
million in July, 1984. 


The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
during the month amounted to £21-4 million, as com- 
pared with £19-7 million in June and £20°7 million § 
year ago. Comparing the first seven months of this 
year and last, the import excess has been reduced by 
£18°6 million to £145 million. 


Imports of bullion and specie in July (£14°5 million) 
were 60 per cent. less than the high figure recorded it 
June, while exports rose by £20 million to £125 
million. The excess of imports over exports of bullion 
and specie for the first seven months of this yea 
amounted to £65-8 million; in the corresponding pet! 
of 1934 there was an excess of £102°5 million. 


The additional information now available from the 
Accounts relating to Trade and Navigation enables the 
approximate value in each month of our aggregate 
trade with British countries and with foreign countries 
to be ascertained. The particulars for the sevem 
months ended July, 1934 and 1935, are as follow.

IMPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—The total value of the 
food, drink and tobacco imported during July 
(£28,988,000) was £1,512,000 (54 per cent.) more than 
in June and £2,214,000 (8 per cent.) more than in 
July, 1934. The principal increases in comparison 
with a year earlier were recorded in respect of grain 
and flour, fresh fruit and vegetables and miscellane- 
ous foodstuffs, imports of which rose by £898,000 (23 
per cent.), £656,000 (21 per cent.) and £668,000 (20 
per cent.), respectively. 


The quantity of wheat imported last month was 
711,000 ewts. (8 per cent.) less than a year ago, but the 
value of the imports increased by 8 per cent.; there 
was a decrease of nearly 2-2 million ewts. (49 per cent.) 
inthe quantity consigned from the Argentine. Imports 
of wheat meal and flour declined by 226,000 ewts. 
(3 per cent.), owing to smaller consignments from 
foreign sources, but there was a slight increase in the 
value of the imports. Imports of maize were 2-5 mil- 
lion ewts. (72 per cent.) more than a year ago, due 
mainly to larger consignments from the Argentine, 
while the quantity of oats imported, almost all of which 
tame from Canada, was more than doubled. Imports 
of barley rose by 68,000 cwts. (74 per cent.); there was 
4’ very substantial increase in consignments from 
Canada and a marked decline in the amount imported 
fom the Argentine. Except in the case of barley, the 
average values of the imports of each of the principal 
descriptions of cereals was lower in July than in June, 
but all except maize were considerably higher than a 
year ago. 


The quantity of beef imported last month was 
181,000 ewts. (16 per cent.) more than a year ago, while 
imports of mutton and lamb showed a slight decrease; 
imports of bacon and hams, and of pig products gener- 
illy, also declined. The average value of the beef im- 
ported during July (£1 11s. 3d. per ewt.) was lower 
than in any month since August, 1933, with the ex- 
eption of July, 1934, when the value was £1 10s. 11d. 
bet ewt. The average value of the imports of bacon 
lst month, as in each month of the preceding quarter, 
Was appreciably higher than a year earlier, but that 
fr mutton and lamb (£2 6s. 9d. per cwt.) was the 

west figure recorded for any month since June, 1933. 

Imports of butter and of cheese last month were 
©mewhat less in quantity than a year ago, owing to 
imaller consignments from British countries, but the 
value of the butter imported increased appreciably, the 
Werage value per ewt. being £3 14s. 10d. last month 
ind £3 8s. 5d. in July, 1934. Imports of eggs in shell 
Nereased by 10 per cent., larger consignments from 
the Netherlands and Denmark more than offsetting a 
aon in supplies from China, Finland and the Irish 

tate. 


The quantity of bananas imported last month was 
“mewhat greater than in July, 1934, but the value 
Was slightly less; shipments from British West India 
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Islands continued to show a marked increase compared 
with a year earlier. Imports of apples and of oranges 
were considerably greater than a year earlier, while the 
quantity of potatoes imported was nearly three times 
as great, the increase being due almost wholly to larger 
supplies from the Channel Islands. 


The quantity of tea imported last month was 6-2 mil- 
lion lbs. (15 per cent.) less than in July, 1984, the 
decrease being shared by all the principal sources of 
supply. The average value of the imports (1s. 1d. per 
lb.) showed little change in comparison with recent 
months or with July, 1934. Imports of raw sugar in- 
creased by nearly one million ewts., due to larger con- 
signments from St. Domingo; the average value of the 
imports (6s. per cwt.) was nearly 3d. per cwt. more 
than a year ago. Following the substantial fall in the 
imports of unmanufactured tobacco recorded in the 
second quarter of this year imports in July were 7 per 
cent. less than a year ago. The average value of the 
imports last month (1s. 03d. per lb.), while continuing 
the decline from the higher values recorded at the end 
of last year, was somewhat higher than in July, 1934. 


Raw Materials.—Imports last month of raw mate- 
rials and articles mainly unmanufactured were valued 
at £17,036,000, being £1,324,000 more than in June 
and £396,000 (2 per cent.) more than in July, 1934. 
The latter increase applied to eight of the fourteen 
groups in this class, the principal groups showing ap- 
preciable increases being raw wool, etc. (£941,000), 
oil seeds, oils, ete. (£448,000), non-ferrous ores 
(£214,000), textile materials, other than cotton, wool 
or silk (£191,000) and iron ore and scrap (£138,000). 
The largest decrease was in respect of wood and timber 
(£784,000) and considerable declines were also re- 
corded for raw cotton (£395,000) and rubber 
(£348,000). 


The following table gives particulars of the imports 
of some leading raw and semi-manufactured materials 
during July, 1935, compared with earlier periods. In 
the case of commodities retained imports of which 
differ widely from total imports, figures for retained 
imports are given in the table. Imports of cotton and

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Manufactured Articles.—The value of imports last 
month of articles wholly or mainly manufactured was 
£15,513,000, being £1,153,000 more than in June and 
£1,193,000 (8 per cent.) more than in July, 1934. 
The increase as compared with a year ago affected 
sixteen of the twenty groups in this class and was 
largest in respect of the manufactured oils group, 
which includes refined petroleum (£292,000), paper, 
cardboard, etc. (£204,000), machinery (£192,000), 
leather and manufactures (£189,000), miscellaneous 
articles (£182,000) and manufactures of wood and 
timber (£102,000). The largest declines were recorded 
for iron and steel and manufactures (£151,000) and the 
vehicles group (£103,000). 


EXPORTS 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Exports of food, drink 
and tobacco last month were valued at £2,619,000, 
being £267,000 more than in June and £289,000 (12 
per cent.) more than in July, 1934. Compared with a 
year ago, exports in the large miscellaneous food group 
were greater by £158,000, increases in the exports of 
herrings, principally to Germany, and of refined 
vegetable oils more than offsetting a decrease in respect 
of refined sugar. Beverages and cocoa preparations 
showed a rise of £147,000, due mainly to increased 
exports of spirits, largely to the United States. Ex- 
ports of tobacco last month were less in value by 
£52,000 than in July, 1934. 


vaw Materials—Exports during July of raw 
materials and _ articles mainly unmanufactured 
amounted to £4,571,000, or £533,000 more than in 
June and £771,000 (20 per cent.) more than in July, 
1934. Only three of the fourteen groups in this class 
showed decreases in comparison with a year ago, and 
these were all below £8,000. The largest increases 
were recorded for coal (£271,000), raw wooi, etc. 
(£249,000), the unrefined oils group (£99,000) and non- 
ferrous ores and scrap (£73,000). 


Coal.—Exports of coal during July amounted to 
3,679,000 tons, or 300,000 tons (9 per cent.) more than 
in July, 1934; the increase in value was 10 per cent. 
Exports to France, the principal market, rose by 
119,000 cwts. The increase, consequent on the con- 
clusion of the coal-cattle trade agreement, recorded in 
each of the previous four months in respect of exports 
of coal to the Irish Free State continued in July, 
exports being more than double those of a year ago. 
Other important increases were recorded in exports to 
Canada (32,000 tons), Italy (30,000 tons), and 
Germany (25,000 tons), while the principal decreases 
were in respect of Sweden (56,000 tons) and Belgium 
(27,000 tons). Compared with June, exports of coal 
were larger by 618,000 tons (20 per cent.), the increase 
being shared by all the principal markets except the 
Netherlands, which showed a small decline. The 
quantity of coal exported in the first seven months of 
this year was slightly less than in the corresponding 
period of last year, but there was a slight increase in 
the value. The average value of the coal exported last 
month was 16s. 5d. per ton, compared with 16s. 4d. 
in June and 16s. 3d. in July, 1934. 


The quantity of coal shipped last month as bunkers 
on vessels engaged in the foreign trade and on fishing 
vessels amounted to 1,132,000 tons, being 43,000 tons 
(4 per cent.) more than in July, 1934; for the first seven 
months of the year there was a decrease of 526,000 tons 
(7 per cent.) compared with a year ago. 


Manufactured Articles.—Exports during July of 
articles wholly or mainly manufactured amounted to 
£28,403,000, being £2,894,000 more than in June and 
£2,355,000 (9 per cent.) more than in July, 1984. The 
only group in this class to show a decline in the value 
of exports as compared with a year ago was apparel 
(£29,000). Of the other nineteen groups those showing 
the largest increases were machinery (£510,000), the 
vehicles group (£468,000), the miscellaneous group 
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(£269,000), electrical goods and apparatus (£189,000), 
chemicals, ete. (£163,000), woollen and worsted yarns 
and manufactures (£148,000), and cutlery, hardware, 
etc. (£93,000).

Total imports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof last month amounted to 90,000 tons, or 8,000 
tons (8 per cent.) less than in June and 36,000 tons 
(29 per cent.) less than in July, 19384. The decline in 
both instances was in respect of crude and rolling 
mill products, imports of finished goods being slightly 
greater than in either of the earlier periods. Total im- 
ports during the first seven months of this year were 
139,000 tons (17 per cent.) less than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1934. 


British exports of iron and steel in July were 11,000 
tons (5 per cent.) greater than in June and 9,000 tons 
(4 per cent.) more than in July, 1934. During the 
first seven months of this year exports were nearly 
10 per cent. greater than in the corresponding period 
of 1934. The increase last month as compared with 4 
year ago occurred almost entirely in respect of crude 
and rolling mill products, there being little change 
the exports of finished goods as a whole, although the 
individual classes of goods showed appreciable varis- 
tions. An increase of 8,000 tons was recorded for rail: 
way material and there was an increase of 2,000 tons 
in each case for wire and wire manufactures and mis- 
cellaneous finished goods, while decreases were shown 
for tinned plates and wrought tubes (4,000 tons in each 
case), galvanised sheets (2,000 tons) and cast pipées 
(1,000 tons). 


The tonnage of machinery imported last month was 
12 per cent. more than a year ago, while British e% 
ports (84,500 tons) were the highest recorded for any 
month since December, 1930, being 3,800 tons (12 per 
cent.) more than in June and 5,200 tons (18 per cent.) 
more than in July, 1934. The improvement comp 
with a year ago was mainly due to larger exports of 
mining machinery, machine tools and internal combus- 
tion engines, but most of the other important classes 
of machinery also showed increases, textile machinery; 
however, being again an exception. For the first seve? 
months of the year there was an increase over 1934 
37,000 tons (20 per cent.). During this period exports 
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to the Union of South Africa increased by £919,000, to 
British India by £418,000, and to Australia by 
£312,000, compared with a year earlier. 


The number of new private motor cars imported last 
month (500) was less than half that in July, 1934, while 
the number of British motor cars and chassis exported 
(5,213) was 752 more than a year earlier, exports of 
private cars to New Zealand and the Union of South 
Africa showing increases of 401 and 201, respectively. 
The number of motor cycles and tricars exported was 
appreciably greater than a year ago, due mainly to 
larger exports to Australia, while the number of pedal 
eycles exported increased from 24,400 in July, 1934, to 
32,900 last month.

Retained imports of raw cotton last month (71-1 
million lbs.) were 15:3 million lbs. (18 per cent.) less 
than in July, 1934; the total was the lowest recorded 
for any month since April, 1983. For the first seven 
months of the year retained imports showed a decline, 
a compared with a year earlier, of 150 million lbs. 
Deliveries of cotton to mills, as published by the Liver- 
pool Cotton Association, amounted last month to 116°0 
million lbs., as compared with 100°5 million Ibs. in 
July, 1983, and were higher than in any month since 
January last; for the first seven months of this year 
deliveries amounted to 775-9 million lbs., or 24 million 
lbs. less than a year ago but 14 million lbs. more than 
in the first seven months of 1933. The average value 
of the raw cotton imported during July was 6-6d. per 
= same as in the previous month and in July, 


Exports of cotton yarns during July (11-9 million 
8.) were about the same as in June, but were appre- 
tiably higher than a year ago, large increases being 
tecorded in exports to Germany and the Netherlands,

Brazil. Exports of cotton piece-goods (170-2 million 
Square yards) were substantially higher than in June 
and were about the same as in July, 1934, an appre- 
table decrease, as compared with a year earlier, in 
*xports of dyed goods being offset by increases for the 
other descriptions of piece-goods. Exports to British 
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West Africa continued to show a very substantial in- 
crease, but there were considerable declines, as com- 
pared with July, 1934, in exports to British India and 
Australia. 


Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool 
amounted during July to 42-0 million lbs., compared 
with 22:0 million lbs. in June and 163 million lbs. in 
July, 1934; for the first seven months of the year the 
retained imports were 442 million lbs., or 50 million 
Ibs. (13 per cent.) more than a year earlier. The 
average value of sheep’s and lambs’ wool imported has 
risen month by month from 9-0d. per lb. in March to 
10-1d. per lb. in July, but the latter figure was below 
that for July, 1934 (11:0d. per lb.). Exports of sheep’s 
and lambs’ wool last month (54 million lbs.) were sub- 
stantially greater than in July, 1934; this increase was 
largely in exports to Germany of imported wool treated 
in the United Kingdom and of wool obtained from im- 
ported skins, but there was also a substantial increase 
in exports of British wool, in particular to the United 
States. 


Exports of wool tops last month were the same as in 
June, and were substantially above the very low figure 
recorded for July, 1934, this increase being mainly due 
to greater exports to Canada and Germany; exports of 
woollen and worsted yarns and tissues were in each 
case somewhat greater than a year earlier. Exports 
of linen piece-goods and of artificial silk piece-goods 
showed little change in comparison with July, 1934, 
but for the latter there was a considerable increase as 
compared with June of this year.

reduction of £1,184,000 in the value of re-exports of’ 
raw materials, of which more than half was in respect 
of raw wool, etc.; substantial declines were also shown 
for undressed hides and skins, and rubber. Compared 
with a year ago, re-exports of tea and of tobacco de- 
dined by £114,000 and £200,000 respectively, and for 
food, drink and tobacco as a whole there was a reduc- 
tion of £267,000. A decrease of £49,000 was recorded 
for raw materials in the aggregate; re-exports of raw 
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wool declined by £185,000 and of rubber by £130,000, 
the latter reduction being due mainly to smaller con- 
signments to the Soviet Union. Undressed hides and 
skins showed an increase of £189,000, re-exports to the 
United States of America being more than doubled. 
Re-exports of manufactured articles rose by £182,000 
(23 per cent.) as compared with July, 1934, the most 
marked variations being increases in respect of non- 
ferrous metals (£49,000) and the miscellaneous group 
(£94,000).

COUNTRIES 


British PASSENGERS 


The returns relating to the passenger traffic between 
the United Kingdom and places outside Europe and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea show that the 
number of persons of British nationality who arrived 
inthe United Kingdom as passengers from such coun- 
tries during the six months ended June, 1935, exceeded 
the number who left as passengers for those countries 
by 35,523, as compared with an inward balance of 
30,719 in the first half of 1934, while for the twelve 
months ended June, 1935, an inward balance of 17,376 
British passengers was shown, as against an excess 
inward of 20,209 in the twelve months ended June, 
1984. The decrease in the inward balance for the 
twelve months is accounted for by an increase in the 
number of outward passengers (4,604), although the 
number proceeding on pleasure cruises was about 5,000 
smaller than in the earlier period. 

Grouped according to the countries of immediate 
destination, the movement of British subjects during 
the first half of 1935 shows an inward balance from 
each part of the British Empire for which particulars 
are regularly recorded, and also from the United States 
and from all other foreign countries taken together. 
These inward balances amounted to 4,586 from British 
North America, 6,160 from Australia, 1,532 from New 
Zealand, 3,968 from British South Africa, 5,858 from 
India (including Ceylon), 4,266 from the group *‘ Other 
British Countries,’’ 4,956 from the United States, and 
3,185 from the group ‘‘ Other Foreign Countries.’’ In 
each case the inward balance was greater in the first 
half of 1935 than in the corresponding period of 1934, 
with the exception of British South Africa, where the 
balance was smaller by 850. 


ALIEN PASSENGERS 


In the movement of aliens between this country and 
non-European countries during the first six months of 
1985 an inward balance of 7,597 was recorded, as com- 
pared with an inward balance of 5,181 in the first half 
of 1934. It should be noted, particularly in connection 
with the statistics relating to alien passengers, that the 
figures of the passenger movement are inclusive of pas- 
sengers who passed through the United Kingdom on 
their way between Europe and non-European 
countries. 

The statistics in respect of aliens, which are compiled 
by the Home Office, show that the number of pas- 
xngers of United States nationality who landed in the 
United Kingdom from all places abroad (including 
those arriving from European ports) and were recorded 
a8 visitors on holiday, tourists, etc., was 21,879 in the 
first half of 1985, as compared with 18,433 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1934. Persons travelling on busi- 
ness or for pleasure are not separately distinguished 
in the Board of Trade returns, but the numbers of 
ilien passengers who disembarked at United Kingdom 
ports from United States ports, after deducting those

described as ‘‘ immigrants,’’* were 18,629 and 15,915, 
respectively, in the first six months of 1935 and 1984. 
The arrivals of British passengers from United States 
ports, after deducting the ‘* immigrants,’’ numbered 
13,980 and 12,582, respectively, in the periods 
mentioned, 

Table I on page 276 gives particulars of the numbers 
of passengers (including emigrants and immigrants) 
who travelled directly between the United Kingdom 
and places out of Europe during the March and June 
quarters, and during the twelve months ended June, 
1935 and 1934. 


PASSENGER MOVEMENT BETWEEN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM AND THE CONTINENT 


(including all ports within the Mediterranean Sea and 
in the Channel Islands) 


In the traffic between the United Kingdom and the 
Continent of Europe there was an inward balance of 
14,447 passengers during the first half of 1935, as 
compared with an inward balance of 12,148 in the 
corresponding period of 1934. These figures include 
passengers of all nationalities. Separate particulars of 
the number of alien passengers from and to the Con- 
tinent are not available. The figures of arrivals and 
departures do not, of course, relate to the number of 
separate individuals who arrived or departed, but repre- 
sent the total numbers of outward and inward voyages 
made by such passengers in the course of the periods 
mentioned. Changes in the volume of movement of 
aliens between the Continent and overseas countries 
via ports in the United Kingdom are also reflected in 
the variations of the figures shown. 

The following totals show the movement (British 
and aliens) to and from the Continent of Europe, dis- 
tinguishing the number of persons who travelled by sea

PASSENGER MOVEMENT 
UNITED KINGDOM AND 
STATE 


The returns of passengers by sea show a balance 
inward of 17,392 passengers from the Irish Free State 
during the first six months of 1935, as compared with a 
balance inward of 13,568 during the corresponding 
period of 1934. In the twelve months ended June, 
1935, an inward balance of 16,186 from the Irish Free 
State is shown, as compared with an inward balance 
of 10,642 for the corresponding period a year earlier. 
As’ is the case in the traffic with the Continent of 
Europe, the passenger movement between the United 
Kingdom and the Irish Free State is inclusive of 
persons travelling to or from other countries via United 
Kingdom ports. The movement over the land frontier 
between Northern Ireland and the Irish Free State is 
not included in the returns furnished to the Board of

SURVEY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
FOR 1934 


The Board of Trade have prepared, with the co- 
operation of the Home Office and the Ministry of 
Labour, a Survey of Industrial Development for the 
year 1934, which gives particulars of factories estab- 
lished, extended and closed down in Great Britain 
during the year 1934, in cases where 25 or more people 
are, or have been employed. The Survey discloses that 
during the year 478 factories were opened, giving em- 
ployment to 37,200 workers at the end of December, 
144 factories were extended and 515 were closed down. 


This industrial development is analysed geographic- 
ally, the country being divided for this purpose into 41 
areas which have been grouped into 8 regions, and 
also industrially under 14 different trade groups. 
Tables are also included which give similar figures for 
the year 1933. An Appendix to the Survey contains 
details, by area and by district, of the factories estab- 
lished, extended and closed down and of the lines of 
manufacture with which they were concerned.

years being returned at £18,423,420 and £19,603,377, 
respectively. 

In the case of exports, the returns indicate the countries 
of final destination to which the goods are consigned. 

It should further be noted that the figures in subsequent 
monthly articles are subject to revision, and consequently it 
may happen that the aggregated totals will not always be 
equal to the sum of the monthly figures as published.

CEYLON 


OVERSEAS TRADE, ‘ JANUARY—JUNE 


The Principal Collector, H.M. Customs, Colombo, states 
that imports into Ceylon in June last amounted in value to 
Rs. 17,034,000, as compared with Rs. 16,219,000 in June, 
1934, while domestic exports were valued at Rs. 24,586,000, 
as against Rs. 22,364,000 and re-exports at Rs. 1,644,000, as 
compared with Rs. 1,724,000. 

The total value of imports during the six months ended 
June 30, 1935, was Rs. 114,091,000, as against Rs. 104,442,000 
a year earlier; exports, Rs. 116,113,000 (Rs. 128,980,000), 
and re-exports, Rs. 10,899,000 (Rs. 11,245,000). 

As compared with June, 1934, imports of food, drink and 
tobacco fell by Rs. 1,149,000 to Rs. 7,181,000 in June, 1935. 
Raw materials advanced by Rs. 110,000 to Rs. 1,908,000, and 
manufactured articles by Rs. 1,833,000 to Rs. 7,713,000. 

The chief increases were :—Kerosene oil, + Rs.1,800,000; 


petrol, + Rs. 399,000; cured fish and Maldive fish, 
+ Rs. 164,000; motor cars, + Rs. 45,000; and coal, 
+Rs. 45,000. Declines were registered in grain, 


— Rs. 1,168,000; cotton piece-goods, — Rs. 454,000; ferti- 
lisers, — Rs. 157,000; and sugar, — Rs. 64,000. 


Export TRADE 
As compared with June, 1934, the value of food, drink 
and tobacco increased by Rs. 1,958,000 to Rs. 18,167,000 in 
June, 1935. Raw materials rose by Rs. 100,000 to

TrapE, JANUARY-J UNE 


During the six months ended June 30 last the value of 
imports rose by Rs. 9,650,000 to Rs. 114,091,000, and that of 
total exports decreased by Rs. 13,126,000 to Rs. 127,416,000 
as compared with the corresponding period of 1934. 


The chief gain in imports was under the heading “ grain 
and flour,’ while in exports the principal rise was in 
respect of ‘‘ seeds and nuts for oil, etc.” 


MALTA 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN 1934 


According to the published Customs returns the total 
imports of merchandise into and exports from Malta in the 
ast three years have been as_ follows:—Imports: 
£3,308,191 in 1932, £3,471,862 in 1933, and £3,469,035 in 
1934. Total exports (including re-exports): £359,294, 
£335,379 and £575,089 respectively. 

These figures are misleading in one respect, states a 
‘Report issued by the Department of Overseas Trade, for 
before 1934 goods imported by the Navy, Army and Air 
Force Institutes and subsequently re-exported to H.M. 
ships, were excluded from the statistics of imports and re- 
exports. They serve, however, to demonstrate quite clearly 
the fact that Malta lives permanently with a very large 
adverse balance of ‘‘ visible’ trade. The explanation is, 
of course, the presence of naval, military and air forces, 
who, in the aggregate, bring very large spending power 
into the Island, not only in the form of the pay and other 
income of the officers and men, their wives or other rela- 
tions, but also in wages paid in the dockyard and in neces- 
sary expenditure on food, administration and upkeep. 


A substantial contribution is also made by the expendi- 
ture of tourists. Liners to and from the Far East put in to 
Malta and stay sufficiently long to allow passengers to land 
—and to spend money; and a number of cruising ships call 
at Valletta and remain for about a day. It is estimated that 
the tourist trade during the year ended March 31, 1935, 
contributed £119,760 towards offsetting the visible adverse 
trade balance of the island. Proposals are constantly being 
made for the development of Malta as a tourist centre 
where people in search of sunshine and gaiety may go for 
their holidays. 


Export Trade.—Exports of domestic produce amounted 
in value in 1932 to £182,250; in 1933 to £143,445; and in 
1934 to £175,238. The relatively substantial increase in 1934 
was welcome, but the exports were still somewhat below the 
1932 level, and very far below that of 1929, when they 
amounted to £254,429. The principal purchasers of Maltese 
produce are the Netherlands, Italy, the United Kingdom 
and Belgium. Potatoes, onions and cuminseed were the 
most important export items. 


Re-export Trade is recorded in the official statistics as 
amounting to £177,044 in 1932, £191,934 in 1933 
and £399,851 in 1934. The apparent increase in 1934 was 
due principally to the inclusion for the first time of goods 
imported by the Navy, Army and Air Force Institutes and 
subsequently supplied to H.M. ships; this accounted for 
about £144,000 out of the £208,000 increase. There was in 
addition a substantially larger re-export of patent fuel oil 
and also an appreciable increase in merchant ships’ bunkers. 


Import Trade.—Total imports of merchandise, as shown in 
the Customs returns, have been £3,308,191 in 1932; 
£3,471,862 in 1933, and £3,469,035 last year. 

In order to get a really accurate comparison, goods im- 
ported by the N.A.A.F.I. and subsequently re-exported to 
H.M. ships must be included in the total imports in 1932 
and 1933, as they were in 1934. Assuming that these 
N.A.A.F.I. supplies amounted in each year to approxi- 
mately the figure for 1934 (estimated to be about £144,000), 
actual imports are seen to have been £3,452,191 in 1932, 
£3,615,862 in 1933 and £3,469,035 in 1934.

It is unfortunately difficult to make an accurate com- 
parison of the position of the United Kingdom in the 
import trade of Malta in 1933 and 1934. Precisely what 
proportion of the goods imported by the N.A.A.F.I. and 
subsequently re-exported to H.M. ships came from the 
United Kingdom it is impossible to say; but unquestion- 
ably the great bulk of them was bought in Great Britain. 
Thus the actual imports from the United Kingdom in 1933 
must have been something over £1,100,000, and it might 
appear therefore that the decrease in 1934 could scarcely 
have been less than about £150,000. 


This statement is, however, subject to yet another quali- 
fication. With the introduction of Imperial preference in 
Malta in April, 1934, came the necessity of providing accu- 
rate certificates of origin for imports. Previously many 
articles of food—such as New Zealand butter, meat and 
cheese—when supplied from London were included in the 
imports from the United Kingdom. Now they are 
correctly ascribed to the country of actual origin. This 
change accounts for a large part of the decrease in the 
United Kingdom figure, and may be responsible for the 
whole of it. 





The category of imports of most interest to the United 
Kingdom is Class III, goods wholly or mainly manufac- 
tured; and in this class imports from the United Kingdom 
increased—according to the published returns—from 
£528,647 in 1933 to £565,731 in 1934. Part of this increase 
was due to the inclusion in the latter year of manufactured 
goods imported by the N.A.A.F.I. and subsequently re- 
exported to ships. As, however, these are estimated to 
amount to only about £20,000 per year (most of the 
N.A.A.F.I. purchases being of food, drink and tobacco), 
there would appear to have been an actual increase of 
about £17,000 in the amount of goods manufactured in the 
United Kingdom imported into Malta in 1934. This is all 
the more satisfactory in view of the fact that Jtaly and 
Germany—the next largest suppliers of manufactured 
goods—both showed a decrease. 


Speaking generally, the United Kingdom is securing a 
very good share of that class of trade for which we tradi- 
tionally cater and are best equipped to handle.

FOREIGN 


ALGERIA 
ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND FOREIGN TRADE 


The year 1934 was a critical one for Algeria,* writes 
H.M. Consul-General at Algiers. Having enjoyed com- 
parative prosperity during the post-war years of world de- 
pression, the country is now beginning to experience 
economic difficulties with their concomitant political and 
social troubles. During the prosperous years when France 
absorbed most of her products, large loans were granted by 
France, credits freely given and ambitious schemes of public 
works undertaken. 


The situation in Algeria in the spring of 1935 was that 
the Administration was heavily in debt, revenue was 
dwindling, exports were decreasing, the smaller wheat and 
wine growers were overburdened by debt and taxation, 
many farms were being sold by order of the Courts, and 
there were widespread distress and increasing unemploy- 
ment. Yet there was no lack of capital in the country; the 
amount in circulation was higher, deposits in savings banks 
were greater, harvests were abundant and the 1934 wine 
crop was exceptionally heavy. 


Tue TrapE BALANCE 


Algeria’s commercial balance showed a deficit for 1934 of 531 
million francs, as compared with one of 254 million frs. for 
1933, the increased deficit being due to the decrease of 526 
million frs. in the export of wine to France. During 1934 
total exports dropped by 375 million frs., or 10 per cent. 
below those of 1933, the chief decreases, besides wine, being 
in tobacco, 22 million frs.; dates, 13 million frs.; olives 
and olive oil, 12 million frs.; and oranges, 6 million frs. 
There were increases in exports of cereals and flour by 150 
million frs.; alcohol, 22 million frs., and iron ore, 19 million 
frs. 


Imports in 1934 decreased by 98 million frs., or only 2 per 
cent., as compared with 1933. The principal decreases were 
in parcels post, 77 million frs.; motor cars and spare parts, 
54 million frs., and cotton textiles, 19 million frs.; the chief 
increases were in livestock, 41 million frs.; footwear and 
leather manufactures, 23 million frs.; locksmiths’ work, 22 
million frs., and clothing, 21 million frs. 


TRADE WITH FRANCE 


Algeria being technically a part of France and a Customs 
union having been established between France and Algeria 
in 1867, the high French protective tariff applies in Algeria 
exactly as it does in France. The result of this high tariff 
is that Algeria, who is France’s best customer, imports 
nearly all her manufactures from France and only imports 
from abroad such commodities as France is unable to 
produce. 


During 1934 France supplied Algeria with 79 per cent. of 
her total imports of machinery; 99-7 per cent. of her auto- 
mobiles; 98 per cent. of her iron and steel; 86 per cent. of 
her chemical products; 99-9 per cent. of her soaps and 
perfumery; 97 per cent. of her medicines; 99 per cent. of 
her cotton textiles; 95 per cent. of her paper, and so on. 


The chief goods which France does not supply to Algeria 
and which are bought elsewhere were petrol, coal, coffee, 
hides and skins, sheep and pigs. 


France purchases nearly the whole of Algeria’s export of 


wine, cereals, sheep, fruit, alcohol, groats, potatoes, fresh 
vegetables, eggs, cork manufactures and carpets.

Algeria’s purchases in France totalled 3,271 million frs,, 
or 82 per cent. of her total purchases, and her exports to 
France were 2,981 million frs., or 87 per cent. of her exports, 
Thus it can be seen how close are the commercial ties 
between France and Algeria and how the colony’s pros. 
perity depends on her trade with France. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED Kinepom 


After France and her colonies, the United Kingdom's 
total trade with Algeria is more than double that of any 
other country. The total trade between the United King. 
dom and Algeria in 1933 declined slightly as compared with 
the preceding year, from 165 million frs. to 159 million frs,, 
or by less than 4 per cent. 

Algeria’s imports from the United Kingdom fell from 94 
million frs. to 75 million frs., a decrease of 20 per cent., and 
her exports to the United Kingdom rose from 71 million 
frs. to 84 million frs., an increase of 18 per cent. 

The decreases in the chief imports into Algeria from the 
United Kingdom in 1933 as compared with 1932 were in 
coal, 3,953,000 frs., or 7 per cent.; potatoes, 3,147,000 frs., 
or 65 per cent.; heavy oils, 2,201,000 frs., or 63 per cent.; 
and machines, 1,429,000 frs., or 24 per cent. On the other 
hand there were increases in chemical products of 1,152,000 
frs., or 68 per cent., and in medicines of 885,000 frs., or 
160 per cent. Detailed statistics of the United Kingdom's 
trade with Algeria in 1933 are given in appendices to H.M. 
Consul-General’s Report.

ARGENTINA 
EXPORT TRADE, JANUARY—JUNE 


(From the British Commercial Counsellor) 


Buenos AIRES 

Although the tonnage was maintained at a high level, 
the value of Argentine exports during the month of June 
was the lowest for the present year, states the ‘‘ Buenos 
Aires Herald,’ although still appreciably higher by 21 
million pesos than in June, 1934. 

This slowing down in the upward trend of the export trade 
must mainly be attributed to the all-round decline in agri- 
cultural prices as compared with previous months, while 
comparison with May also indicates a heavy fall in the 
grain tonnage. Beef prices, on the other hand, showed a 
distinct improvement, but the quantity exported was small, 
and while butter quotations reached a record figure, quantity 
was reduced almost to vanishing point. 

A most satisfactory improvement over 1934 is indicated, 
however, by the export figures for the full half-year. The 
total value of shipments was 832,344,000 pesos, which com- 
pared with 717,626,000 pesos in the corresponding period 
of 1934 indicates a rise of 16 per cent. The tonnage rose in 
the same period from 7,665,000 to 8,692,000, or 13-4 per cent. 

The improvement was mostly due to the extraordinary 
increase in the quantity of grain exported, while the prices 
of agricultural produce rose sharply, with the sole exception 
of linseed, which was slightly below the 1934 level.

FRANCE 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY—JUNE 


(From the British Embassy) 
Paris 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries as summarised in the daily press, show that in the 
first six months of 1935 the value of imports from Great 
Britain amounted to 799 million francs, as against 868 
nillion frs. in the first half of 1934, a decrease of 69 million 
frs., or 8 per cent. There was a rise in imports from Brazil, 
Bulgaria, Canada, China, Denmark, British India, Lithu- 
ania and Portugal, but a fall in those from all other 
foreign countries separately classified in the returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain during the 
period under review amounted to 788 million frs., as against 
764 million frs., an increase of 24 million frs., or 3-1 per 
cent. There was a rise in exports to sixteen of the 39 
countries separately classified. 

The value of French imports from foreign countries dur- 
ing the first half of 1935 amounted to 8,007 million frs., as 
compared with 9,735 million frs., a decrease of 1,728 million 
frs., or 17-8 per ‘cent., and of exports to 5,598 million frs., 
as against 6,060 million frs., a decrease of 462 million frs., 
or 7-6 per cent. The value of imports from overseas posses- 
sions was 2,598 million frs., as compared with 2,857 million 
frs., a decrease of 259 million frs., or 9-1 per cent., and 
that of exports 2,359 million frs., as against 2,754 million 
frs., a decrease of 395 millions, or 14:3 per cent. 

French trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an unfavourable balance of 2,409 million frs. for the first 
six months of 1935, as against one of 3,675 million frs. for 
the corresponding months of last year, while for the over- 
seas possessions the unfavourable balance amounted to 239 
million frs., as against 103 million frs. 


LATVIA 


TRADE BALANCE, JANUARY—JUNE 


(From the British Commercial Secretary)

From current figures of the Statistical Administration 
there were imported in June goods to the value of 8:3 million 
lats and exported goods to the value of 10:2 million lats, 
whereby the trade balance for the month under review was 
active by 1-9 million lats. 

In the first half of 1935 goods to the value of 45:8 million 
lats were exported, whereas during the same period of the 
previous year the value of exported goods amounted to 32:6 
million lats. Consequently in the course of the first six 
months of this year 13-2 million lats more goods were ex- 
ported than in the first half of the previous year. 

In regard to imports they amounted to 52:9 million lats 
for the first half of the current year, as against 48-2 million 
lats for the same period of last year, an increase of four 
million lats. Against the passivity of the trade balance for 
the first half of 1934 of 16-3 million lats, the unfavourable 
balance for the same period of this year amounts only to 7:1 
million lats; so that the excess of imports in the first half 
of 1935 was 9-2 million lats less than in the corresponding 
period of 1934.

821, which states that an Order-in-Council, dated July 16 
and effective on and from July 27, provides for the admis- 
sion into Canada free of Customs duty of caffein in a crude 
state imported from all sources by manufacturers for puri- 
fication or further manufacture in their own factories.

CONTROL OF MANUFACTURES ACT 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘B.T.J.’’ of July 11: (page 66), the United Kingdom 
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Trade Commissioner at Dublin has now forwarded to the 
Board of Trade a copy of an announcement which states 
that, in connection with the Order made by the Executive 
Council on July 2, declaring sewing cotton to be a reserved 
commodity under Part III of the ‘‘ Control of Manufactures 
Act, 1934,”’ the Minister for Industry and Commerce has 
made an Order fixing August 15, 1935, as the appointed day 
in respect of sewing cotton for the purposes of this part of 
the Act. On and after that date it will not be lawful to 
manufacture sewing cotton in the Irish Free State without 
a licence from the Minister. 


IMPORTATION OF RAW ONIONS PROHIBITED 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade copies of two Orders, 
** Control of Imports (Quota No. 23) Order, 1935,’’ and 
‘* Control of Imports (Quota No. 23, First Period) Order, 
1935,’”” made by the Executive Council on August 2 and 
August 9, respectively, which provide as follows :— 


(Quota No. 23) Order prohibits the importation of 
raw onions (whether fresh or dried) into the Irish Free 
State, except under licence, with effect on and after 
August 3, 1935, .and fixes September 2 as the day on 
which the first quota period under the Order shall 
commence. 


(Quota No. 23, First Period) Order appoints the 
period September 2 to Octoher 31 as the “ first period ”’ 
under (Quota No. 23) Order, and fixes the quota for that 
period at 20,000 cwt. 


KELANTAN 
CUSTOMS DUTIES ON MOTOR VEHICLES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Notification

NEW ZEALAND—SWEDEN 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR CUSTOMS RECIPROCITY 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 19, 
1934 (page 617), the Board of Trade have received a copy 
of an Order-in-Council, dated June 7, 1935, which applies 
the duties and exemptions from duty provided for in the 
Trade Arrangement (New Zealand and Belgium) Ratifica- 
tion Act, 1933, in respect of goods imported into New 
Zealand from the Economic Union of Belgium and Luxem- 
burg, to goods being the produce or manufacture of Sweden. 


This Order-in-Council is deemed to have come into force 
on May 24, 1935. 
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PALESTINE 
IMPORT OF WHISKY OR LIQUORS 


The ‘‘ Palestine Gazette’ of July 18, 1935, contains an 
Order, No. 114, by the High Commissioner, which provides 
that whisky or any liquor intended for sale as whisky shall 
only be imported into Palestine, if accompanied by a certi- 
ficate of age certifying that it has been stored in wood for 
a period of not less than three years. If the spirit is 
blended, the age of the spirit shall be deemed to be the age 
of the most immature spirit in the blend. 

Such certificates for whisky or liquor intended for sale as 
whisky imported from the United Kingdom or British Pos- 
sessions shall be signed by the proper Imperial or Colonial 
Customs authority as the case may be and stamped with 
the official stamp. In the case of whisky or liquor intended 
for sale as whisky imported direct from countries other than 
the United Kingdom or British Possessions such certificate 
shall be signed and stamped by the proper Customs authority 
and viséd by the British Consul at the place of despatch. 

This Order shall come into force on January 1, 1936. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
CUSTOMS TARIFF 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.”’ of May 23 
(page 856), regarding the new three column tariff, it should 
be noted that, in order to qualify for admission at the 
‘Intermediate ’’ rates of duty, the specified goods from 
countries entitled to such rates require to have been grown, 
produced or manufactured in those countries as well as 
directly imported therefrom. For example, cotton piece- 
goods of German origin if imported directly from Germany 
are admissible at the Intermediate rates, but if imported 
from stocks, held, e.g. in the United Kingdom, the maxi- 
mum rates will be leviable. 

In the case of goods originating in the countries entitled 
to the Intermediate rates but not directly imported there- 
from the letters ‘‘N/C’’ should be shown against the 
country of origin on the Bill of Entry.

BELGIUM 


TRADE IN BUTTER, MARGARINE, PRE- 
PARED AND EDIBLE FATS 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of July 31 contains a Law dated 
July 8, to come into force six months from that date, which 
controls the manufacture and distribution of the goods 
mentioned above. 


It is prohibited to import, or expose for sale, foreign 
butter, margarine or edible fats unless accompanied by a 
certificate or other mark of purity sanctioned by the Gov- 
ernment at the place of export. Such goods must contain 
at least 82 per cent. of fat; no foreign matter other than 
table salt, organic ferments and certain specific colouring 
matter may be used in manufacture. 


All butter for sale, storage or transport must bear the 
name and address of the producer or seller.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: RE-IMPOSITION 
OF THE LICENCE FEE ON WHEAT 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of August 18 publishes a Decree, 
dated August 16, operative as from August 18, whereby the 
licence fee on wheat, which was suspended by Decree of 
April 15 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 25), has now been 
re-imposed. 

The fee will not exceed 10 francs per 100 kilogs., but will 
be of such an amount that its application will not have the 
effect of raising the price of home grown wheat above 
85 francs.

The Egyptian ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of August 5, 1935, con- 
tains a Decree, effective from that date, which increases 
the former Excise or Consumption Duty on benzine and 
White spirit from 810 to 950 milliames per 100 kilogs. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


FRANCE 
IMPORT OF FISH. 


The French ‘“ Journal Officiel’’? of August 13 announces 
the exhaustion of the United Kingdom quota for the import 
into France until August 31 of fresh or frozen brill, bass, 
sturgeon, grey mullet, red mullet, sole, surmullet and 
turbot (ex Tariff No. 45), in consequence of which imports 
of such fish may not be resumed until further notice. 


The same issue of the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? announces that 
imports of ‘‘other”? dried salted or smoked sea fish (ex 
Tariff No. 46) and of fresh or frozen sea fish other than 
brill, bass, sturgeon, grey mullet, red mullet, sole, surmullet 
and turbot (ex Tariff No. 45) into France from the United 
Kingdom may be resumed as from August 13. 


DUTY ON CERTAIN PARAFFIN WAX REDUCED 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ”? of August 11 contains a 
Decree, dated August 8, which reduces the Customs duty on 
paraffin wax to be used in the waterproofing of paper con- 
tainers for milk (ex Tariff No. 199 bis) from 213-20 to 109-20 
frs. per 100 kilogs. (under the ‘‘ Minimum” Tariff) when 
imported direct, and from 174-05 to 70-10 frs. per 100 kilogs. 
(under the ‘ Minimum ”? Tariff) when introduced from 
factories under Customs control. The duties on paraffin wax 
for other uses are unchanged. 


IMPORT TAX ON TURKISH GOODS REDUCED 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel ”? of August 11 contains a 
Decree, dated August 10 and effective as from August 13, 
which provides for the reduction of the existing rates of the 
import tax of 4 per cent. in the case of semi-manufactured 
and 6 per cent. in the case of manufactured goods to 2 per 
cent. in respect of Turkish goods. 


This reduction is made in virtue of a Commercial Modus 
Vivendi between France and Turkey, signed on August 6, 
1935. 


CONTAINERS OF PRESERVED 
FISH 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Paris has 
been informed by the French authorities that the wording 
of the mark of origin which is required to be shown on con- 
tainers of preserved fish imported into France, and which 
has hitherto had to be given in French, may now be in the 
language of the exporting country, provided that the in- 
scription is in clearly visible Latin characters. 


MARKING OF 


IMPORT OF WHITE SPIRIT 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of Janu- 
ary 10 last (page 70) regarding the import of white spirit 
into France, it should be noted that a recent Decree fixes 
the quantity of white spirit which may be imported during 
the whole of 1935 at 12,000 metric tons. 


MEASURES FOR STIMULATING ECONOMIC 
ACTIVITY AND SAFEGUARDING INVESTMENT 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 25, 
page 152, giving particulars of the Decrees of July 16 
laying down measures to assist in balancing the French 
Budget, it should be noted that the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”’ of 
August 9 contains a further series of Decrees, dated 
August 8, which have been issued with the object of stimu- 
lating economic activity and safeguarding investment. 


Measures are to be taken to reduce the margin between 
producers’ prices and retail prices in the case of meat, while 
at the same time protecting the consumer against the sale 
of poor quality meat. Maximum retail prices for meat may 
be fixed in each Department. There is to be a reduction 
of 10 per cent. in the price of nitrogenous fertilisers and a 
reduction of the same amount in farm rents and in the 
interest on mortgages on farms. 

A special tax is imposed on profits obtained from contracts 
with the State, local authorities, public establishments and 
railways. 

In order to relieve unemployment, a programme of public 
works is to be undertaken by the State, and local authorities 
are to be assisted to undertake similar works of local in- 
terest. These measures are to be facilitated by a simplifica- 
tion of the regulations governing the expropriation of 
property in the public interest. Other measures directed 
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against unemployment include the introduction of restric- 
tions on the number of foreign artisans permitted to work 
on their own account in France. 


Speculation is combated and investment safeguarded by a 
tightening up of the law as regards certain offences, by 
simplifying bankruptcy procedure, and by modifying the 
provisions governing the responsibility of directors of com- 
panies. Among the measures of this class is included also a 
Decree instituting a control over companies undertaking 
motor insurance. This Decree provides that all foreign or 
French companies in France or Algeria insuring against 
accidents or civil responsibility resulting from the use of 
motor vehicles of all kinds must obtain the approval of the 
Minister of Labour, and they will be subject to State super- 
vision and control. Regulations specifying the details of 
the control over these concerns are to be issued within six 
months of August 9, and the Decree will become operative 
three months after the issue of the regulations. It is stated 
that among the conditions which will be required are the 
following :— 

(a) A special office must be maintained in France, a 
guarantee must be given, and reserves main- 
tained ; 

(b) all necessary information must be furnished as 
regards their general situation, and the progress 
of their operations, especially as to the number 
of claims made; 

(c) all documents regarding motor vehicle insurance 
must be notified to the authorities. 


Concerns already operating must apply for approval 
within a month of the publication of the regulations, but 
they may continue their business until an answer is given 
to their application. 


Particulars of a Decree withdrawing the quotas on certain 
goods were given in last week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ (pages 254-5). It 
is stated, however, that before taking further decisions of 
this or a similar nature, the French Government intend to 
seek the advice of a committee which is instituted by a 
further Decree. A slightly abridged translation of the 
Preamble to this Decree is given below :— 


The present Customs system renders singularly difficult the 
conclusion of commercial agreements which would allow a 
development of our foreign trade. Undoubtedly, the protective 
measures which we have taken have been necessitated by 
economic and monetary circumstances which have not yet 
ceased to exert their effects, and it must be emphasised that 
there can be no question of withdrawing the exceptional 
measures without which a number of our national activities 
could not exist, so long as world economic conditions remain 
unstable. 


It appears, however, that while maintaining an equitable ~ 


protection for our industries, and particularly our agriculture, 
it is possible in certain cases to modify the form of that pro- 
tection by substituting a quota by an increase of Customs 
duties in every instance in which, after consulting all interested 
parties, such a measure seems feasible. 

The execution of this policy would offer numerous advantages. 
It would give back to commerce the security which is indis- 
pensable to its development; by causing the disappearance of 
the rigorous limitation which results from quota restrictions, 
it would again make possible exchanges which assure the 
equilibrium of prices between the various markets and the 
balancing of accounts; and at the same time it would give to 
international transactions a flexibility which is essential for 
the resumption and continued execution of financial settle- 
ments. It would have, moreover, an undoubted moral effect by 
suppressing the individual privileges which are the inevitable 
consequences of the quantitative limitation of imports and of 
the abuses to which traffic in licences can give rise. 

However, the Government only intends to replace quotas by 
increased Customs duties with the greatest prudence. It does 
not disregard the fact that in numerous cases the conditions 
of international competition are such that a Customs duty 
would be ineffective and that only the limitation of the volume 
of imports can assure a really effective protection. 

For the proper conduct of such a project, the Government 
proposes to create a committee, a kind of Customs tribunal, 
attached to the Minister of Commerce, and composed of a 
president and three members, who will represent the interests 
of industrialists, agriculturists and wage-earners respectively. 
This committee will be entrusted with the submission to the 
Government of all recommendations which it judges to be 
useful for adapting our system of protection to present circum- 
stances, it being understood, of course, that the Government 
will remain the sole judge of the measures to be taken. 

The method of Customs revision which we propose is inspired 
by the British example. The ‘‘ Import Duties Advisory Com- 
mittee,’’ which has functioned since 1932, has rendered the 
greatest services to the British Government and has permitted 
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it, during the recent period of instability, to develop the 
activity of the national economy, both as regards agriculture 
and industry. 

We are convinced that the creation of a similar committes 
will contribute to the equipment of our country with a Customs 
system adapted to present economic conditions. 

Other Decrees provide for an extension of the scope of 
the State guarantee of balances due to French exporters 
under clearing agreements, and for reductions in the fees 
paid to ship-brokers, liquidators, etc.

SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period August 21 to 31 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 138-29 per 
cent.
